

Dial-a-ride 
bus service 
set to start

A NEW bus service is being pi¬ 
loted to link Ely with the Ouse 
Washes and the surrounding area. 

The ‘East Cambs Connect’ 
bookable dial-a-bus service has 
been developed to encourage res¬ 
idents and visitors alike to explore 
the historic wetland area. 

It is hoped it will provide the vi¬ 
tal ‘missing link’ between railway 
services and tourist attractions 
like the WWT Welney Wetland 
Centre, Prickwillow Museum and 
the National Trust’s Wicken Fen 
reserve. It is also hoped that the 
service will bring more visitors to 
the Denver sluice complex, south 
of Downham Market. 

As part of a £2 million Heritage

Lottery grant Ouse Washes Land¬ 
scape Partnership (OWLP) under¬ 
took a feasibility study to look into 
ways to improve public transport 
in the region. 

Programme manager for OWLP 
Mick Nokkert said: “This is a very 
timely study that has identified a 
potentially sustainable solution 
that would not only increase ac¬ 
cess to the Ouse Washes land¬ 
scape and its unique heritage and 
biodiversity offer for visitors, but 
will also increase access to key vis- 
tor attractions for everyone living 
and working in rural fenland areas 
in Cambridgeshire and Norfolk.” 

The mini-bus will be oper¬ 


ated by Cambridgeshire County 
Council and will run from April, 
Monday to Fridays, booked by tel¬ 
ephone one day in advance, with 
an option to extend it to week¬ 
ends. 

A county council spokesman 
said: “The East Cambs Connect is 
a pilot service as part of the sec¬ 
ond phase of the county council’s 
total transport project. The ini¬ 
tiative is looking at ways to better 
utilise existing transport provi¬ 
sion, such as to day centres and 
dial-a-ride services, to help peo¬ 
ple to access transport who might 
otherwise not be able to.” 

Ely mayor Ian Lindsay, said: “It’s 
part and parcel of offering tourists 
more than an hour in Ely looking 
at the cathedral, to point out all 
these other interesting things.”

It’s sweet news 
for chocolatiers

AN ELY chocolate company 
has received a chunk of cash 
from a £2 billion Govern¬ 
ment fund. 

Harry Specters chocolat¬ 
iers, a social enterprise em¬ 
ploying young adults with 
autism, has benefitted from 
an £80,000 financial boost 
from the Dormant Assets 
Commission. 

The company’s co-found¬ 
er, Shaz Shah, told the News 
about how he and his wife 
Mona came to set up the 
scheme. 

He said: “We have a son 
with autism and when he 
was 12 we started to get wor¬ 
ried about what he would do 
when he grew up. We started 
looking at some of the statis¬ 
tics and found 85 per cent of 
teenage adults with autism 
in the UK are unemployed 
and are desperate to work, 
so that got us a bit more wor¬ 
ried. 

“We wanted to open up 
something with people with 
autism but we were not sure 
exactly what we would need. 

“We went on a family holi¬ 
day to Scotland and my wife 
Mona was in love with choc¬ 
olate. We went to a highland 
chocolatier called the Inver¬ 
ness. It was a very beautiful 


shop, the chocolate was arti¬ 
san and Mona said T wish I 
could do that’. 

“She went on a course af¬ 
ter the holiday and she had 
an epiphany that chocolate 
making is structured and 
routine work, so something 
suitable for people with au¬ 
tism.” 

The company, which first 
started out in the couple’s 
kitchen, now operates a full- 
scale production line sup¬ 
plying bespoke chocolate 
gifts to corporate groups 
such as Lloyd’s Bank. 

Mona ssaid that the Gov¬ 
ernment support played an 
important role in scaling the 
business’ social impact. 

She said: “We welcome the 
possibility that more funds 
could be unlocked to help 
make a difference to the 


work we do in creating em¬ 
ployment for young adults 
with autism.” 

The Department for Cul¬ 
ture, Media and Sport says 
the money has the potential 
to transform the charity sec¬ 
tor, helping to improve com¬ 
munities and change lives. 

Some £3 billion was iden¬ 
tified by the independent 
Dormant Assets Commis¬ 
sion, which found untapped 
assets in, among others, un¬ 
claimed insurance policies 
and pensions. It includes 
£715 million from invest¬ 
ments and wealth manage¬ 
ment and £550 million from 
the pensions sector. 

Civil Society Minister Rob 
Wilson said: “This money 
could help change millions 
of lives rather than gathering 
dust in dormant accounts.”

Cathedral shines 
light on refugees 

ELY Cathedral played host to a life-size art and 
light show to highlight the refugee crisis. 

On Saturday the Ely Refugee Resettlement 
Campaign (RRC) used the 12th-century‘Ship of 
the Fens’ as a canvas to stage a spectacular light 
show to raise awareness and funds for its work 
helping Syrian refugee families. 

From 6- 10pm, the exterior wall was illumi¬ 
nated with colours and images on the theme of 
‘home’ and ‘refuge’ designed by children from 
the city as part of a competition. 

A spokeswoman for Ely RRC said: “As a result 
of our efforts, a Syrian family has recently moved 
to the area and is being supported by profes¬ 
sionals, organised by Cambridge City Council, to 
settle in and rebuild their lives in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire. 

“We need to raise funds to continue to help 
this family, and, we hope, other families in their 
journeys to hope.” 

The event also featured a concert Journey to 
Hope, at St Mary’s Church. Instead of traditional 
tickets, visitors were encouraged to make dona¬ 
tions to Ely RRC. 

To draw attention to the refugee crisis the ca¬ 
thedral is also homing a life-sized ‘Madonna and 
child’ sculpture by the artist fill Sim until April 2. 

Entitled Madonna and Child ... Flight it stands 
over 8ft high and has been sculpted with mixed 
material. 

fill said: “I saw a young woman running while 
holding a child in the Tizi n’Tichka mountains in 
Morocco and I did a drawing inspired by them 
as a sort of universal Madonna and Child. The 
young woman was running from something or 
to somewhere over treacherous and fragile rocks. 

“I thought of Mary and the flight into Egypt 
and a few years later I decided to make a 
sculpture. The relevance of her situation has 
sadly become more poignant. We see daily so 
much misery and unhappiness with the growing 
refugee crisis.”

Friend paralysed 
in 60 mph smash 


A YOUNG driver who 
caused a devastating crash 
while showing off how 
fast he could go on a nar¬ 
row country lane has been 
jailed. 

Tomlohnson, of Lophams 
Close, Haverhill, drove at 
“no less than 61mph” on 
Great Drove at Upware, 
near Ely, Cambridge Crown 
Court was told. 

The crash left his pas¬ 
senger paralysed from the 
chest down. 

johnson, 21, also filmed 
the incident intending to 
show off to friends later, but 
the footage was not shown 
to the court. 

johnson was sentenced to 
18 months in jail last Friday 
after previously pleading 
guilty to causing serious in¬ 
jury by dangerous driving. 

He was also disqualified 
from driving for three years, 
and ordered to take an ex¬ 
tended retest. 

Tim Brown, prosecuting, 
said the crash happened 
on April 23 last year on the 
road, which has a speed 
limit of 60mph. 

Despite this, others who

used the road said they 
would drive at 20mph, and 
police heading to the scene 
of the crash had to brake 
because the road was so 
bumpy. 

The incident ended in 
johnson losing control of 
his Toyota Yaris and career¬ 
ing into a tree. 

His friend was left with a 
broken neck and a severe 
spinal injury, meaning he 
is now paralysed from the 
chest down. 

The victim, who has four 
children, also needed 72 
stitches in his head. 

Firefighters took more 
than an hour to cut him free 
from the car. 

Peter Lownds, mitigating, 
said: “There is obvious re¬ 
morse here and the defend¬ 
ant has lost a close friend¬ 
ship. Understandably, the 
victim wants nothing to do 
with him. 

“This was one particu¬ 
lar day of serious misjudg- 
ment. 


“There were no drink or 
drugs involved.” 

Sentencing johnson, Re¬ 
corder Timothy Green said: 
“I accept that since the 
crash you constantly wish 
the roles were reversed for 
you and your friend. 

“You did all this to show 
off how fast you could drive. 
You knew it was a risk, you 
went down that lane be¬ 
cause you knew how bumpy 
it was. 

“There are road signs 
warning drivers not to go 
too fast. 

“Your friend has been left 
paralysed probably for the 
rest of his life. 

“I accept you feel huge re¬ 
morse which will stay with 
you for the rest of your life. 

“The offence guidelines 
do not deal with the harm 
done in this case; it’s hard to 
imagine many cases where 
the harm could be much 
greater.”

CORONER’S COURT 

Inquest opens 
into fatal crash 


AN inquest has opened into the deaths 
of a teenager and pensioner following a 
collision on the A142 at Mepal. 

The collision, involving a Ford Fiesta van 
and a Vauxhall Meriva, happened at about 
5.05pm on February 27 at Iretons Way. 

Last week the coroner adjourned 
the inquest into the deaths of Wendy 
Wheatley, 74, of Valentine Close, Manea, 
and John Smith, 19, until October 19. 

They both died of traumatic injuries 
sustained in the incident. 

Mr Smith, of Beck Row, the driver of the 
Fiesta, died at the scene. 

The coroner said: "Wendy Wheatley 
was a backseat passenger in a Vauxhall 
Meriva travelling south east along the A142 
when the Fiesta, travelling in the opposite 
direction, was seen to swerve toward the 
nearside verge then veer sharply into 
the path of the vehicle in which she was 
travelling." 

He said she was taken to Addenbrooke's 
where she went into cardiac arrest after 
initially being alert and talking. She died 
at 7pm. 

"Mr Smith was declared dead at the 
scene at 6pm," he said. "A post-mortem 
was carried out and the medical cause of 
death was recorded as severe chest trauma 
due to a road traffic collision." 

Mr Smith's passenger was a teenage 
girl who suffered serious injuries. She was 
taken to Addenbrooke's. 

The driver of the Vauxhall, a man in his 
70s, suffered serious injuries and was also 
taken to Addenbrooke's, the inquest was 
told.

Call for better 
wi-fi to tackle 
rural crimes 


A RISE in rural crime could 
be tackled by improving 
wi-fi connectivity in isolat¬ 
ed villages, according to a 
Cambridgeshire councillor. 

Cllr Mathew Shuter said 
police were finding it dif¬ 
ficult to station officers in 
more rural locations be¬ 
cause they needed wi-fi 
to function properly and 
to remain in communica¬ 
tion, meaning it was harder 
to tackle crimes like hare 
coursing which are on the 
rise. 

Cllr Shuter, who repre¬ 
sents Woodditton on Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council, 
also said the poor connec¬ 
tivity in parts of the county 
was bad for social workers 
and doctors, who were in¬ 
creasingly reliant on tech¬ 
nology to stay in touch. 

Speaking at the county 
council’s environment and

economy committee, Cllr 
Shuter said: “I have been 
talking to officers who have 
been pushing for more ru¬ 
ral policing. There has been 
a spike in rural crime and 
hare coursing, and you of¬ 
ten see police in Soham or 
Ely, but not out in the vil¬ 
lages. 

“One of the problems is 
they don’t have wi-fi in the 
villages to the south. The 
police now park up and use 
laptops, and they can only 
do it in wi-fi hotspots. My 
plea is that we roll out wi-fi 
in these areas and give the 
police automatic access. 

“Doctors and social ser¬ 
vices are also starting to 
work like this. If they can’t 
access information, people 


will suffer. 

“If we can find a location 
in every village, maybe a 
pub or even a private build¬ 
ing, so people can access 
wi-fi as quickly as possible, 
it will help police have a 
presence there.” 

Cllr Shuter’s appeal came 
as the committee discussed 
the possibility of improv¬ 
ing connectivity in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, hearing that 
the county has historically 
had worse connectivity, 
both with wi-fi and mobile 
coverage, than nearby areas. 

Councillors supported 
improving wi-fi and mobile 
connections, which would 
help businesses and resi¬ 
dents as well as police, so¬ 
cial workers and doctors. 

Cllr David Jenkins said: 
“The lack of mobile con¬ 
nectivity is a serious drag on 
economic development.” 
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THE annual Ely Pet Cat Show has been dubbed the 
“most successful ever” after all the cats up for rehom¬ 
ing found new owners. 

Organisers of the event were able to find new homes 
for 15 cats in their care on Saturday. 

Two kittens were also crowned the best in their class 
at the show held at the Little Downham Village Hall. 

The Ely and District branch of Cats Protection, a cat 
rehoming and welfare charity, has been running the 
event for 23 years. 

This year’s best in show champions were six- 
month-old Charlie in the non-pedigree category, 
while long-haired Ink Spot was crowned best pedi¬ 
gree cat. 

Garfield, Ely’s most famous cat who regularly vis¬ 
its the Sainsbury’s supermarket, was the show’s star 
guest. 

Branch co-ordinator and show manager Linda 
Hutchinson said the event had been “absolutely bril¬ 
liant”. 

She estimated that £1,000 could have been raised 
by the tombola, bric-a-brac and other stalls set up for 
around 200 visitors. 

Linda said: “This was the most successful year ever 
in terms of cats rehomed. 

“We homed every cat that we had in our homing 
room. 

“lemima and Simone, they’ve both been with us for 
six months and they both got a new home. 

“The people who are regular show competitors just 
said how nice it is to come to a friendly show.” 

Owners entered their prized cats into male and fe¬ 
male categories in the pedigree and non-pedigree - or 
moggy - classifications. 

The winner of each category was then put forward 
for a chance to be crowned best in show. 

judges Sue Williams, Irene Roos and Barbara fames 
ruled that little Charlie and Ink Spot were the pick of 
the bunch. 

Set up in 1996, the Ely branch of Cats Protection 
supports abandoned, ill and abused cats in the area. 
It helps rehome around 300 cats a year.

Horse deaths 
‘a dirty secret* 

TEN years ago, this month, Animal 
Aid launched a new initiative, 
entitled Race Horse Deathwatch. 


The aim of the project was to 
monitor and publish detailed 
information on as many on-course 
race horse deaths as we could 
find out about, because the racing 
industry did not do so. 

Ten years on, little has changed. 
Racing's regulator, the British 
Horseracing Authority, merely 
publishes the number of horses killed 
while racing, and not the names of 
the horses or how they died. 

Animal Aid, however, does. 

The names of 1,500 horses, killed 
as a result of racing in the last 
decade, appear on the Race Horse 
Deathwatch website, but the true 
figure is likely to be much greater. 
The majority of those horses were 
killed after breaking their leg, or 
neck, whilst racing, or because they 
collapsed and died. 

This shocking number of fatalities 
is racing's dirty secret. We continue 
our work to expose it - on behalf of 
all those horses who had nobody to 
speak out for them except us.

Justice catches 
up with driver 


A MAN who ran away from 
police in Ely after being ar¬ 
rested for drink driving has 
been jailed after a judge told 
him he “can’t escape justice”. 

Aaron Vasey, 26, of Welland 
Place, Ely, previously plead¬ 
ed guilty at Cambridge 
Crown Court to escaping 
custody 

He was sentenced last 
Thursday when he was jailed 
for four months. He was also 
disqualified from driving for 
18 months. 

It was made clear at the 
end of Vasey’s sentencing 
that he intended to appeal 
against the court’s decision. 

Between 1.30am and 2am 
on january 7 this year, police 
on patrol noticed a Renault 
Clio van being driven above 
the speed limit of 30mph on 
Tower Green in Ely, the court 
was told. 

Philip Farr, prosecuting, 
said officers stopped the ve¬ 
hicle which was being driven 
by Vasey, and smelt alcohol 
on his breath. 

He added: “A roadside

breath test was carried out 
and the defendant blew a 
reading of 66 micograms of 
alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath - almost twice the le¬ 
gal limit of 35 micrograms. 

“He was told he was under 
arrest but whilst they were 
waiting for a police van to 
take him to the station, the 
defendant ran off down the 
street away from officers and 
couldn’t be found. 

“He was identified by a 
police officer from earlier 
bodycam footage of the in¬ 
cident.” 

A few days later police vis¬ 
ited Vasey’s address in Ely, 
where he was arrested. 

In a police interview Va¬ 
sey, who has one previous 
conviction, said he had been 
drinking with his brother 
and felt OK to drive, the 
court was told. 

He said he remembered 
driving and being arrested, 


as well as running away from 
police and hiding. 

Mr Farr added: “The de¬ 
fendant said he didn’t want 
to spend the night in a cell 
and knew he was going to 
lose his licence.” 

Mark Mcdonald, mitigat¬ 
ing, said the offence was a 
moment of madness, was 
very out of character and was 
committed in sheer panic. 

Sentencing Vasey, fudge 
David Farrell QC said: “You 
knew you were going to lose 
your licence so you chose to 
run off. 

“You disappeared until a 
time when all the alcohol in 
your blood had evaporated. 

“You are not going to es¬ 
cape justice by running off. 
Drinking and driving puts all 
sorts of people at risk, which 
you knew, but you ran off 
which is totally unaccepta¬ 
ble.”

Fight for survival in the 
year of the Great Flood

SEVENTY years ago last weekend, one of the 
worst disasters ever to hit our region struck 
with chilling speed. 

Swollen by torrential rain, the onset of a 
rapid thaw, and unusually high spring tides, 
all the major rivers burst their banks, inun¬ 
dating farmland, roads and homes. 

A vast area of land was swamped, half of 
it prime arable land desperately needed to 
supply a population only just freed from the 
grip of war. Sowings of winter wheat and vast 
quantities of potatoes were submerged. 

In the low lying areas close to the Great 
Ouse, Welland and Nene, the floodwater tore 
huge breaches in the river banks and hun¬ 
dreds of families were made homeless. The 
sheer force of the water smashed fences, 
knocked down doors and destroyed walls, 
even those made of brick. 

Thousands of pigs, cattle, sheep and poul¬ 
try were swept away too - but miraculously 
no human lives were lost. 

Local people were joined by the Army - and 
prisoners-of-war - in battling to keep the wa¬ 
ter at bay, but could do little to prevent further 
damage. Many of the embankments had been 
established way back in the 17th century by 


the Dutch engineer Cornelius Vermuyden as 
part of the vast fenland drainage project. 

The final bill was set at £12 million, at to¬ 
day’s prices half a billion pounds, and a relief 
fund was set up with an initial contribution by 
the Government of £1 million. 

The National Farmers’ Union also launched 
a disaster fund and members of the Women’s 
Royal Voluntary Service set up temporary 


shelters and canteens for the homeless. 

One of the areas where the flooding was at 
its worst was at Haddenham. 

One News reader who was there at the time, 
and still lives there in her 80s, has vivid mem¬ 
ories of the catastrophe. 

The woman, who has asked not to be 
named, said: “The water came up from the 
fen as far as the bridge, and people’s homes 


were under water. In some places it was 14 
feet deep. No-one knew what to do - it was 
dreadful. 

“I remember one young man who had just 
built a nice bungalow. All he could do was 
watch as the water rushed over it. 

“They brought water pumps all the way 
from Holland to pump the water back into 
the rivers.”

£36m southern bypass project

Bake a tasty 


A home-made cake for Mother's Day is 
hard to beat. Blogger and baker to the 
stars Georgia Green shares a show¬ 
stopping recipe that is easier than you'd 
think... 

Mothers don't want fancy presents, or even 
flashy, treat meals. 

Ask most mums what they'd like on 
Mothering Sunday and it's likely to be 'time 
with the family'. 

So book yourself in for a bake off, make a 
cake and turn up in time for afternoon tea. 

This spectacular recipe from blogger and baker 
to the stars, Georgia Green (georgias-cakes. 
co.uk), is made for mums. 

GEORGIA'S TWO-TIER FRASIER CAKE 
For the genoise sponge: 

200g eggs (about 4), 40g egg yolk, 150g 
caster sugar, 150g plain flour, 24g melted 
butter 

For the creme patisserie: 

500ml milk, 1 vanilla pod, 80g egg yolk, 

120g caster sugar, 40g plain flour, 40g corn 
flour, 300g softened butter 
To decorate: 

2 punnets fresh strawberries, Extra fruit, Icing 
sugar, Sugar syrup (equal measures of caster 
sugar and water. 

Starting with the genoise, whisk together the 
eggs, yolk and sugar until ribbon stage (thick 
enough for you to write with it in the mixture). 


Sift in half the flour and gently fold, then add 
the remaining flour. 

Once combined, add the melted butter and 
fold in. 

Pour into two mousse rings (or cake tins 
with removable bases) - one eight inches and 
one four inches - and cook at 180C for 20 
minutes, until the cake springs back and a 
knife comes out clean. 

For the creme patisserie, scrape the vanilla 
seeds into the milk and heat until it's steaming. 

While it's heating, whisk together the yolks 
and caster sugar until pale. Sift in both flours 
and whisk together to combine. 

Pour half of the hot milk into the sugar/egg/ 
flour and mix in, then add this mixture back to 
the milk pan where the rest of the milk already 
is, and whisk while cooking back on the heat. 

This will begin to thicken, so keep whisking 
until it starts to boil (you will see bubbles try to 
escape from the bottom!). 

Take off the heat, transfer onto a tray, spread 
it flat, cover tightly with cling film and leave to 
cool. Once cool, whisk back up and gradually 
add the softened butter to achieve the correct 
consistency. 

When the cake is cooked, remove from the 
tin and wash the tin ring up - you will need 
this for assembly. 

Trim the top of the cooled genoise sponge so 
it's flat, and keep this aside (try not to eat it!).

Then, cut the remaining sponge cake in half, 
as neatly as possible so you now have two 
layers. 

Put one of the layers back in the mousse 
ring (which should now be on cake board to 
serve), press down and coat with sugar syrup. 

Cut the stalks from the strawberries and cut 
in half lengthways. 

Arrange these around the rim of the mousse 
tin, facing outwards. Fill any gaps between 
the strawberries with the creme patisserie 
(a piping bag will help). Then spread out a 
generous layer of creme patisserie on the 
bottom. 

With the spare trimming of the sponge, 
soak in sugar syrup and place in the centre. 

If any strawberries are left over, cut them 
into smaller cubes and gather them on top of 
this layer of sponge. 

Then add the remaining creme patisserie 
and cover all of the cake right up to the top 
of the tin. 

When the creme patisserie is smoothed 
out, gently lift up the mousse ring, and the 
alignment of strawberries should be neat and 
visible. Now the top layer of genoise can be 
placed on top, with a quick dusting of icing 
sugar. 

Repeat for the smaller cake, then arrange 
the fruit to decorate over the top and finish 
with a dusting of icing sugar.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

d Insurance - check on your home contents 

insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Q Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Q Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

Q Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Q Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

1 WEEK TO GO: 


Q Delivery address - change delivery address of 
your Cambridge News, milk, groceries and fuel 
to your new address as appropriate. 

Laundry - do any last minute laundry that you 
can - have you arranged for a plumber to 
disconnect your washing machine correctly? 


Q Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date. 
Also check that all jars and bottles are correctly 
sealed before packing. 

LJ Fridges / Freezers - empty and clean out in 
preparation for moving. If you are moving a 
freezer and its contents, turn it up to maximum 
for a couple of days before you move. 

Q Valuables / documents - put these in safe 
place for moving day 


2-1 DAYS TO GO: 


Q Packing - pack a bag for overnight essentials 
and toiletries and finish all remaining packing 
into boxes.

No - not a boy band, but 
new wines that have arrived just 
as the weather is beginning to 
turn and we're thinking of spring 
round the corner. 

If you read this column a couple 
of weeks ago (thanks for coming 
back, keep taking the tablets) I 
told you that Asda had brought 
out a sparkling wine to catch the 
attention of prosecco drinkers. 

Asda has blended pinot grigio 
and a grape called glera (which is 
used to make prosecco) to create 
its new wine Progrigio (£5,11% 
abv). 

What do I think of it? I'm 
making life difficult for myself 
with a mini scientific experiment. 

I was in Asda a couple of days 
ago and spotted a cava, also for a 
fiver. I love cava and think it's

massively overlooked by fizz 
lovers. 

I bought Margues Del Norte 
Cava Vintage Brut (11.5% abv) 
and challenged myself to a 
fizz-off with these two wines. 

I've marked on bubble strength, 
aromas, taste and overall 
impression. Yes. I'm sitting on the 
settee doing this right now on my 
own. Call me sad... 

PROGRIGIO 

■ Bubbles: Well, it has bubbles 
- 2 marks. 

■ Aromas: Apples, grapes, a hint 


of flowers but also something 
plasticky - 2 marks 

■ Taste: A burst of mouth¬ 
watering acidity; fruit flavours 
disappear very quickly leaving a 
tinny aftertaste - 1 mark 

■ Overall impression: 2 marks 

MARQUES DEL NORTE 

■ Bubbles: This cava enjoyed 
being poured - 3 marks

ALSO IN MY GLASS... 

HERE are two more new kids, 
white and a red. 

Little Pebble (RRP £8, 
Sainsbury's, 12% abv) is a 
sauvignon blanc from 
Marlborough, New Zealand. 

The wine is pale lemon and 
its cool blue label gives it the 
vibe of a crystal clear 
mountain stream. The name 
itself suggests glossy sun- 
glinted stones as the water 
tinkles over them. 

Never mind the poetry Jane 
- what of the wine? It was a 
winner with my pal as we 
sipped it together. It is fresh 
and vividly typical of 
sauvignon blanc - with 
aromas of tropical fruit and 
just a touch of nettle with a 
sprightly citrus flavour. 



Abbotts & Delaunay Merlot 
2015 (Majestic, £9.99 or £7.99 
in a buy six deal, 13% abv) 
is a wine in one of two new 
Languedoc ranges from 
Abbots and Delaunay - Wild 
Fruits and Wild Flowers. 

This merlot is from the 
fruits range and after a long 
day I tasted it with a simple 
fried steak with fried 
mushrooms and onions. 

Merlot, my friend in a 
glass, came along and 
soothed me with its blackberry 
and plum aromas and a flirt 
with spice; it has soft tannins, 
juicy acidity and plummy 
roundness. The following 
night I sipped on its own, but 
I much preferred it with food.

For the stew: 2-3tbsp oil, 1kg

slowly to make a smooth 
paste before adding the rest. 

5. Return the meat to the 
dish, then pour in the flour 
mixture and stock. Stir over a 
high heat until the liquid is 
thickened and bubbling. 

6. Add onion marmalade/ 
chutney, Worcestershire 
sauce, gravy browning and 
bay leaves. Season, then stir 
as you bring back up to the 
boil. Cover with the lid and 
place in the oven for two to 
two-and-a-half hours. 

7. To make the dumplings, 
measure the flour and suet 
into a bowl and season. 

8. Gradually stir in 125- 
150ml of water to make a 
soft, sticky dough. Transfer to 
a floured work surface and 
gently knead until smooth. 


9. Sprinkle flour onto baking 
paper, sit the dough on top 
and roll into a rectangle 
about 15x25cm. Spread the 
top with the horseradish 
sauce and scatter with the 
parsley.

2. Measure the biscuits into a 
resealable freezer bag and 
use a rolling pin to crush into 
fine crumbs, but still with a 
bit of texture. 

3. Heat the butter in a pan 
over a low heat until just 
melted. Add the crushed 
biscuits and sugar and stir 
until combined. Spoon into 
the base of the tin and press 
with the back of a spoon 
until level. Chill in the fridge 
while you make the topping. 

4. Break the chocolate into a 







separate bowl, and sit it 
on top of a pan of 
simmering water. Stir until 
melted but not hot, then 
leave for five to 10 minutes, 
until cool but still liquid. 

5. Meanwhile, tip the 
mascarpone into a bowl, and 
mix with a spatula to loosen 
it. Stir in the cream and 
vanilla extract until smooth. 

6. To make a coulis, place 
half the raspberries into a 
food processor. Add icing 
sugar and whizz until runny, 
then pour through a sieve to 
remove the seeds. 

7. Pour the melted chocolate 
into the bowl with the 
mascarpone mixture and stir 
to combine. Don't over-mix. 

8. Spoon half the white 
chocolate mixture on to the 
biscuit base in the tin. Use 
the handle of a teaspoon to 
make a few small holes in the 
white chocolate mixture,

pushing right down to the 
top of the biscuit base. 

9. Pour or pipe enough of the 
coulis into the holes to fill 
them, setting aside the 
remaining coulis for 
decorating the top of the 
cheesecake. Spoon the 
remaining white chocolate 
mixture on top and smooth 
and level the top. Cover with 
cling film and chill in the 
fridge for a minimum of six 
hours, or ideally overnight. 

10. To serve, arrange the rest 
of the raspberries on top of 
the cheesecake and drizzle 
over the remaining coulis. 
Run a palette knife around 
the edges of the tin before 
removing the sides and base, 
and sit it on a serving plate.

A LFA Romeo will launch 

performance hybrid models 
across its range - but only 
when battery technology gets 
lighter and cheaper. 

Roberto Fedeli, chief technical 
officer of Alfa Romeo, told the 
Press Association at the Geneva 
Motor Show that he was focussed 
on putting hybrid models into 
production that would live up 
to the brand's performance 
reputation. 

"I can imagine a performance 
hybrid that drivers could choose 
to make more exciting when they 
wanted, using the DNA switch in 
the car," said Fedeli. 

"Alfa Romeo hybrids will have 
to be performance models, but 
weight is currently the issue. 

"When batteries are light 
enough we will use them to boost 
performance and excitement 
across our range." 

He said that lessons learned 
from Ferrari LaFerrari were not 
transferable to Alfa - just yet.

MOTORISTS are paying more 
than £10 extra for a tank of fuel 
than they were at this time last 
year, according to new figures. 

At the end of February, 
unleaded petrol cost an average 
of 120.23p a litre, an increase of 
18.6p on the price a year ago of 
101.65p. 

Meanwhile, the price of a 
typical litre of diesel stood at 
122.25p, while a year ago it was 
101.31 p, almost 21 p less. 

There was some good news 
for hard-pressed drivers during

February, however, with the stats 
revealing that fuel prices were at 
least stable during the month. 

And looking back to December 
1,2014, unleaded cost 121.18p 
a litre, while diesel was 126.11 p

ago. Meanwhile a driver will be 
forking out £67.24 to fill a typical 
diesel car, compared to £55.72 
in March last year (assuming a 
55-litre fuel tank).
